Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: An agreement was reached to amendment claim 1 by including the 
depth range of the inscribed marking; in claim 38 by including the marking extending to the pulley engaging side 
surface portion and claim 41, the indentation goes into the load carrying member. Note claim 40 is considered 
allowable over the prior art, claim 36 must be canceled and the specification must include the unexpected results of the 
novelty of the claimed invention. However, such amendment will overcome the prior art but further search and 
consideration is needed.
